Leavenworth, Kas., February 15.—Ex- 
Captaln Oberlin M. Carter, United States 
army, serving a sentence in the federal 
prison at Fort Leavenworth for defraud- 
ing the government on harbor contracts, 
‘ today suffered another defeat in his at- 
tempt to secure his release. Judge Hook, 
in the United States district court,’ re- 
fused to release the prisoner on bail anda 
ordered that he be remanded to the pen- 
ltentiary to await the action. of the Unitea 
States supreme court on the appeal in,his 
habeas corpus case. 

Judge Hook held in substance that the 
judgment™@f the courtmartia!l was final 
unless set aside by the supreme court of 
the Umtted States. 

Carter Was Annoyed. 
ere were nearly 300 people in the court- 
m and along the corridors, and. they 
manifested a great desire to get a look at 
the prisoner. This annoyed Carter and 
he tried to avoid facing the spectators. 

After a brief argument by his attorney, 
' A. H. Atwood, who contended that tite 
court had the power to admit the prisoner 
to bail and the reading of two affidavits 
of physicians regardisg Carter's health, 
Judge Hook handed down his decision. 
The physicians; offered affidavits to the 
effect that the prisoner is a sufferer from 
“fheurasthemia, and if confined ‘for apy 
length of time will suffer mental collapse 
and become insane. 

In his affidavit Carter said he wanted 
to be. released and stand a civil trial at 
Atianja, Ga. ’

Carter Makes Statement... 

Before being taken tack to the federat | 
prison at Fort Leavenworth this: atfter-. 
noon ex-Captain Oberlin M. Caen issued 
the following statement: 

*T am absolutely innocent. 

“T was mistakenly conderemaeh by a‘ 
military tribunal. which. had no-power to: 
compel the testimony of civilian. wit- 
nesses, simply on. a majority vote, for ah 
alleged civil offense, which the ablest:en- 
Mneers of América, both civil and mili- 
tary, swear did not exist. 

“When ex-Senator Edmunds, appointed 
by the prosecution to review the proceed- 
ings in my case, declared that illegal evi- 
dence was admitted on my trial, but that, 
nevertheless, I was not proven gullty of 
the only offense of which I now stand 
condemned, and it thus became known 
that the verdict of the military tribunal 
Was a mistake, and a man was employed 
by the prosecution to conduct @ secret 
investigation. Thus, while I wag led to be- 
Neve that my case was again being 
passed upon judiciously, I was, in fact, 
being tried in secret on matter not. be- 
fore the military tribunal, not. taken in 
my presence and since proven to be false. 
TI pleaded for a new trial in a court of 
justice, but I was Informed that interests 
higher than mine might suffer by the dis- 
closure of the incidents attending’ my 
persecution, and I was imprisoned where 
it a x known I was powerless to compei 
a trial.

ELKINS I$ PRESSING MATTER 


On the Basis of the Amendment Of- 
fered by Senator Morgan. 


AMENDMENT IS STRONGLY OPPOSED 


(pponerts Claim That It ‘Would 
Overload the River and Har- 
bor Bill. 


Washington, February 15.—The senate 
committee on commerce today considered 
the question of attaching to the river und 
harbor bill a provision authorizing the ac- 
quisition of right of way for the proposed 
Nicaragua eanal. Senator Elkins is 
pressing the matter upon the basis of the 
amendment suggested by Senator Morgan, 
which {is as follows: 

“That the president ur the United States 
be, and hereby, authorized to acquire 
from the states of Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua for and in behalf of the United 
States, control of such portion of terri- 
tory now belonging to Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua as may be desirable and necés- 
sary on which to excavate, construct and 
phy = a canal of such depth and capacity 

1 be sufficient for the movements of 
ships of the greatest tonnage and draft 
now in use, from a point near Greytown, 
on the Carribean sea, via Lake Nicara- 
gua, to Brito, on the Pavific ocean, and 
such sum as may be necessary to secure 
such control is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the treasury not otherwise 
appropriated.”’ 

There is vigorous opposition to. the 
amerdment on the ground that it would 
overload the river and harbor pill, and 
also’ because it makes no definite appro- 
priation. A vote upon the proposition 
will be taken next week. 

All told, the committee on commerce has 
added between $7,000,000 and $8,000,000 to 
the total appropriation made by the riv- 
ers and harbors bill as it passed the house.

BY EXPLOSION AND FIRE 


Most Horrible Mining Accident 
in Canada's History Occurs 
at Cumberland, 


RESCUERS DRIVEN BACK 
BY THE ROARING FLAMES 


Many of the Victims Are Married, 
and Have Families—Efforts 
Being Made To Reach Men, 
but It’s Believed All 
Are Dead. 


Victoria, B. C., February 15.—What is 
feared will prove one of the most horrible 
mine accidents in the history of the Do- 
minion took place today at the Union 
mines, owned by the Welling Golliery 
Company, of which James Dunsmuir, the 
premier of the province, is the principal 
shareholder. Newspaper correspondents 
are now hurrying by steamers and tug 
boats to the scene. 

As near as can be gathered, the explo- 
sion took place about 11 o’clock this fore- 
noon in No, 6 shaft, situatea in the vil- 
lage of Cumberland, There were sixty men 
in it when the explosion took place, and 
not one of them escaped. The explosion 
ignited the mine, wrecking the shaft from 
midway down to the bottom and filling it 
with a solid mass of rocks, earth and 
timbers. 

The first explosion was followed by sev- 
eral more, while a dense volume of smoke 
pouring from the vent holes indicated that 
fire, as well as gas, was doing destruc- 
tive work below. 

Driven Back by Fire. 

Men of the morning shift in No. 5 shaft 
organized a rescue party. No. 5 and No. 
6 are connected by 4 tunnel, and through 
this channel the attempt was made. They 
had not cut their way many yards 
through the debris when they encoun- 
tered fire, which rendered the place un- 
tenable and obliged the party to desist. 

The message came back by telephone to 
the surface conveying the heart-breaking 
news to the relatives of the imprisoned 
men, whose urging was not necessary to 
induce the relief party to return to their 
apparently hopéless task. Overcome at 
last by smoke and gas they reluctantly 
withdrew from No, 5 and commenced 
work on a Jong cut from No. 4, the only 
other méans of reaching the men. Work 
on this was prosecuted with the greatest 
vigor until abatement of the fire in No. 5 
enabled them to once more return there, 
The fans are now working again, the cage 
has been sent down 175 feet ané@ ig still 
going down in No. 4 shaft. .Many of the 
men are married and have large families. 

Huirying to the Rescue. 

From the head office of the Dunsmuir 
company here a special train proceeded at 
1:15 o’clock to Nanaimo. Premier Duns- 
muir’s personal representative, A. L. 
Lindsey; his son, Robert Dunsmuir; Mr. 
Little, the superintendent of the mine, 
and Inspector of the Mines Morgan left 
on this special. At Nanaimo, which was 
reached this evening, the Dunsmuir 
steamer Joan awaited them, and on her 
they wil] proceed sixty miles by water to 
Union Bay, the remaining six miles by 
land to Cumberland to be made on thé 
Dunsmuir colllery railway. The scene of 
the accident will be reached by a RR

Spartanburg, 8. C., February 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The state of South Carolina is con- 
fronted with a monumental scandal. The 
convict lease system has been used to 
cover up practical slavery, and Anderson 
county was the first to develop the facts. 
Judge Benet in a special charge to the 
grand jury at Anderson characterized the 
system of fabor practiced on some of the 
farms of the most prominent men of An- 
derson county as a shameful practice and 
has instructed the grand jury to investi- 
gate fully. He has called a special term 
of court for March 7th to have full re- 
port. This action of Judge Benet in tak- 
ing up a matter that has been talked 
among the people and printed in newspa- 
pers will serve to cause the practice to 
be investigated elsewhere. It is not con- 
fined to. Anderson. 

The exposure came about over the in- 
dictment of W. S. Newell for murder. He 
killed a negro, who tried to escape from 
a stockade. He was tried and acquitted. 
It developed that the negro had not been 
arrested, was not tried and was working 
on Newell’s place under a peculiar form 
of contract originating in Anderson. The 
laborer, by the contract, binds himself to 
work for an employer a specified time, 
agreeing to submit to the rules of the 
farm and not to attempt to escape.

General Assembly Provides for New 
Constitution Workers. 


SIZE OF THE BODY IS FIXED 


One Hundred Virginians Will Make 


the Lawes. 


SENATE AND WOUSE ARE ALIKE 


In May Delegates Will Be Elected, 
and Convention Will Assem- 
blé in June. 


Richmond, Va., February 15.—(Special.) 
The general assembly has passed a bill 
providing for the constitutional conven- 
tion, thus disposing of the work for which 
the extra session was called. The bill as 
framed by the second conference com- 
mittee last night was adopted, but not 
until there had been a“%iong and vigorous 
debate in both branches. The vote in the 
senate was 25 to 8 and that in the house 
74 to 0. 

The convention is to be composed of 100 
members representing the house districts. 
These are to be elected at the regular 
election in May and the convention will 
meet June 12th. The bill contains a pro- 
vision for the submission of the new con- 
stitution to the qualified voters of the 
state for ratification. The conferees re- 
gard this as unequivocal, but many think 
the language can be construed to apply to 
only those who will be qualified voters 
under the new constitution. The fight in 
the senate was chiefly over the question 
of the legislature ‘undertaking to dictate 
to the convention what it shall do with 
reference to submitting its work. Sena- 
tor Glass, with some warmth, said he was 
giad the people were to take charge of 
this matter and challenged Chairman 
Flood, of the conferencé committee, to 
go before his people on his record. This 
the Appomattox senator declared his 
readiness to do. 

The feature of the day was the fight in 
the house over a resolution offered by Mr. 
Barclay, of Lexington, providing that the 
delegates to the constitutional convention 
be nominated by house districts, but be 
elected by the state at large. The de- 
sign of this was to guard against the 
election of any republicans and insures 
a convention composed entirely of demo- 
crats. Nearly half the members of the 
house took part in the animated three 
hours discussion. The vote was 19 to 
65. 
Hon. E. W. Saunders was unanimously 
elected judge of the fourth judicial cir- 
cuit to succeed Judge 8S. G. Whittle, ele- 
vated to the sipreme bench.

Colonel Cronin and Men Dive 


~ Band of Filipinos 


INSURGENTS BEHIND WALLS 


Captain Green’s Command Engages 
' Filipinos, Strongly Posted, for 
Hours—Insurgent Novico 
Sentenced for Burying 
_Prisoner Alive. 


Manila, February 15.—Colonel Marcus D. 
Cronin ard eighty men of the Thirty- 
third regiment have routed a band of in- 
surgents at Candon, South Ilocos. 

Captain Green, with fifty men, met a 
force of the enemy at Santa Maria, The 
insurgents, who were commanded by 
Tinio, had two cannon and were strongly 
entrenched behind stone walls on a sttep 
mountain side. There was hard fighting 
for three hours. When their ammunition 
was exhausted the Americans retired for 
a short distance. Then Tinio abandoned 
his position and retreated southward. 

Gold discoveries of some importance 
have been made is the province of Le- 
panto. Two miners made $3,000 in two 
weeks. The mining prospects in the prov- 
tnees of Benguet and Bontoc, adjoining 
Lepanto, are encouraging, but it is im- 
pessible to obtain a title to mining claims 
at presert. 

Another Important Surrender. 

News of another import&nt surrender 
in the Philippines is contained in the fol- 
lowing dispatch received at the war de- 
partment from General MacArthur: 

‘‘Manila.—Adjutant General, Washing- 
ton: One hundred and twelve rifles and 
1,400 rounds of ammunition surrendered 
at Haganey February 13th, mostly from 
supply secreted in contiguous swamps. 
The incident is important.as indicating 
a great reaction favorable to the Ameri- 
can interests in region of Bulacan hereto- 
fcre one of the worst in Luzon. The re- 
sult is accomplished exclusively b 
long continued, intelligent and persistent 
efforts of officers of the Third United 
States infantry.’’ 

He Buried Prisoner Alive. 

‘According to mail advices from the 
Philippines, Captain Novico, the -insur- 
gent officer who commanded the band 
which captured Lieutenant Gilmore and 
his party of the Yorktown and held them 
captive for many menths, has been sen- 
‘tenced to imprisonment at hard labor 
for life, on the charge of having per- 
mitted one of Gilmore’s party to be buried 
alive. The victim was a sailor named 
McDonald, who was a burden to the 
Filipinos because of his wounds. 


CIVIL RULE FOR FILIPINOS. 


Army Will Be Supreme in Tarlac. 
Insurgents Hanged. 
Dagupan, Province of Pangasinan, Lu- 
zon, February 15.—It is not likety that 
provincial government will be established 
in Tarlac at present, although Tarlac is 
thé ‘thitd ‘province in’ the programme of 
the commission. General Smith, com- 
mander of the district of which the prov- 
-Imce of Tarlac is a part, and General 
Grant, commanding the district adjoining, 
both replied to the commisstoners that, 
while they recommended the organization 
of provincial government in Pangasinan 
and Pampaga, north and south of Tarlac, 
‘the province itseif was not prepared for 
the innovation, many of the men being 
still in the mountains, and the people be- 
ing to a large extent insurgent sympa- 

thizers. 

Judge Taft and his associates will pro- 
ceed to Tarlac, according to their pro- 
gramme, but after a public meeting, at 
which provincial government will, be 
promised as soon as the province is ready 
for it, the commissioners will probably 
announce that the work of organization 
is deferred. 

The Octagonal Bamboo theater of Dagu- 
pan was the scene of the pubic considera- 
tion of the bill applying provincial gov- 
ernment to the province of Pangasinan. 
The structure was decorated with nipa 
and flags. Delegations from each of the 
thirty pueblos of Pangasinan and a few 
from the border pueblos of the province 
of Nueva Ecija, occupied. the ground por- 
tion, the spectators being confined to 
raised seats on the side and to the stand- 
ing space in the rear. 

Judge Taft explained at length the gen- 
eral nature of the provincial gavernment 
bill, and the purposes of the authorities, 
emphasizing the land tax feature, which 
is new to the Filipinos. He quoted from 
Président McKinley’s message as evidence 
of the irnftention of the Washington admin- 
istration to establish by degrees self sus- 
taining government in the Philippines, 
making it clear that the new rypnicipal 
government would be wholly autonomous 
and the provincial governments part.y so. 

The delegates listened with the closest 
attention to the words of the interpreter. 

Five insurgents were hanged in this 

rovince today for silting Filipinos who 
had become, avowedly riendly toe the 
Americans.

Commons Discuss the Boers. 


London, February 15.—In the house of 
commons today the debate was resumed 
on the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne. The discussion ranged 
from hospitals in South Africa to arseni- 
cated beer. The principal subject, how- 
ever, was the government's war pvilcy in 
South Africa. Mr. La Bouchere elicited 
some opposition cheering by the remark: 

“Tt is a noble determination on the part 
of the Boers to incur all risks rather than 
to submit to a foreign power, and I honor 
them for it.” 

Lord Stanjey, conservative, who_ was 
aide de camp for Lord Roberts in South 
Africa, and press censor, said: “I do not 
think any one can regard the Boers as 
devoid of honor when we consider the hu- 
manity they have always shown towards 
the B sh sick and wounded; but the 
Boers Rave a sense of honor peculiar to 
themselves. They do not think it dishon- 
orable to fire under a white flag. We do. 
The new way of dealing with Boers who 
surrender is to keep them in a big camp. 
Lord Roberts did his best to communicate 
with the Boer generals, and was already 
to discuss terms. I believe he would never 
have issued the proclamation allowing the 
burning of farms if it had not been cal- 
culated to bring the war to an end in the 
north. It did good, but burning has been 
stopped.”

Washington, February 15.—(Special.)— 
Colonel Buck, of Atlanta, United States 
minister to Japan, was among the caller 
at the state department today. He had 
a long conference with Acting Secretary 
Hill, but it was of a purely social char- 
acter. As explained in Atlanta, his re- 
turn to America is solely for the purpose 
of rest and has no important diplomatic 
bearing. 

There is nothing pending between the 
two countries, except matters of a pure- 
ly commercial nature. Colonel Buck went 
to the white house later, but the presi- 
dent had just left for a drive, so he has 
madé an engagement to call and pay his 
respects tomorrow. The colonel declares 
that there is absolutely no politics in his 
return to the country at this time, but 
the fact that he has found it convenient 
to call upon Senator Hanna and other 
party leaders, is taken as meaning that 
the colonel is not entirely out of poli- 
tics, despite his protests to the contrary. 
It is regarded significant that he is here. 
at the time when a word from him can 
be judiciously said in behalf of his lHeu- 
tenants in Georgia politics, and when he 
can quietly puncture the efforts which 
the lily white element is making to se- 
cure the retirement of the negro as an of- 
fice holder. I am told that Major Han- 
son, of Macon, is still inclined toward a 
revival of the lily white movement; and 
also that in the talks he has had during 
his several visits to Washington, Colonel 
Bob Lowry, of Atlanta, has been pushing 
‘this idea along. There does not, how- 
ever, seem as much chance for the suc- 
cess of any such movement as there was 
four years ago, when about the only thing 
substantial that came out of it was the 
appointment of Perry DeLeon to Ecua- 
dor, and the naming of two or three post- 
masters. 

The oe office holders will have full 
dinner pails for four years longer. It is 
certain that Colonel. Buck will be invited 
to remain at his post’ in Japan, and that

HUTIN MAY MAKE 
DEFINITE OFFER 


Owners of Panama Company 
Willing To Sell Out 


PROPOSITION 1S IN SHAPE 


Transfer of Concessions to the United 
States May Be Made by Those 
Holding the Franchise 
To Build Across the 
Isthmus. 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, February 15.--(Special.)-- 
The arrival in this country of Dr. Silva, 
who is minister of foreign affairs of the 
republic of Colombia, and who also bears 
credentials as minister .representing his 
government at Washington, is expected 
to result in some new proposition to the 
government from the Panama Canal Com- 
pany. President Hutin, of the Panama 
company, is here and has been in consul- 
tation with the French ambassador and 
others having interest in the Panama pro- 
ject. As a result President, Hutin has, 
it is understood, determined to make an 
offer for~the. transfer of the concession 
held by his company to the United States 
and will make the proposition to the pres- 


ident direct. 
Presiden uti did not consider that he 
was authormed to make any such propo- 
sition to the Walker canal commission, 
for the reason that the concession his 
company holds from the Colombian gov- 
ernment prohibits its transfer; so all the 
negotiations heretofore have been on the 
basis of the sale to this government of 
95 per cent of the stovk of the new Pana- 
ma Canal Company, which has taken over 
the holdings of the original company. The 
strong sentiment in congress in. favor of 
the Nicaragua route has, however, brought 
the Panama people to realize that the 
only hope for those who have money in- 
vested in their enterprise is by a transfer 
of this concession to this government. 
The construction of a rival canal by this 
government, would? of course, mean the 
death of the Panama ‘project. 

The proposition which President Hutin 
will make to President McKinley is under- 
stood to be for -the absolute transfer of 
the concession, with the proviso that this 
government conduct the necessary nego- 
tiations for such transfer with the Colom- 
bian government, It is for the purpose of 
paving the way for these negotiations 


that Minister Silva has arrived in Wash- 
ington. 


Indifference as to Routes. 


While the reports of the different canal 
commissions have been more or less 
strongly in favor of the Nicaragua route, 
there is an abundance of testimony from 
expert engineers in favor of the Panama 
route.’ The popular sentiment in favor 
of a Nicaragua canal is due more to the 
fact that it is easier to say “Nicaragua” 
than it is to say “‘trans-isthmian” or “in- 
ter-oceanic.’’ There is, of course, no real 
preference in the minds of the majority 
of the American peop‘e as. between these 
two routes because what they are after 
—and the only thing they are after—is a 
cana!. They believe that such a canal 
will be a great benefit to this country, but 
they have absolutely no preference as be- 
tween the route through Nicaragua and 
that across the isthmus of Panama. They 
want a canal: want it constructed as 
cheaply as possible, and particularly do 
they want-it completed at as early a daTe 
as possibte. It makes no difference to 
them whether it is a Panama canal or a 
Nicaragua canal, 

The French people contend that the 
Panama route is much the better because 
it presents less complicated engineering 
problems. They produce a great deal of 
testimony to this effect. They have not, 
however, at any time heretofore made the 
sort of a business proposi*tion to this gov- 
erdnment that was calculated to bring 
results: M. Hutin, the president of the 
eompany, does not speak English, and 
since his arrival in Washington has been 
somewhat handicapped by this fact and 
by his failure to understand the straight- 
forwardness of American business meth- 
os. He seems to have had ani idea that 
it Was good business to clothe his talk 
‘and his communications to the authorities 
with something like a maze of uncertain- 
ty Buch as might, in a transaction be- 
tween individuais, pave the way to dick- 
ering back ard forth with the idea of 
ultimately reaching some figure upon 
which toth could aeree. 


, Wrong Method Pursued. 

The result of this has been the creation 
in the minds of the American public of a 
sort of understanding that there was no 
use in cosidering the Panama company or 


a Panama canal. The Walker commiss‘on 
practically took that position in its re- 


port. It dismisses the Panama end of this 
matter as hardlv oven to consideration 


r 


because there was no definite proposition 
from M. Hutin and his associates. 

The report of the commission, however. 
is not so strongly in favor of the superi- 
ority of the Nicaragua route from an en- 
gineering standpoint, as some of the ex- 
tracts from it seem to have indicated. 
That is, as I have said, an open question 
upon whfch eminent engineers differ and 
a study of which would lead a layman to 


| the conclusion that the Panama route is 


at least as practical as the other. 

While in self-protection the Colombian 
government in granting its Concession to 
the Panama company had to provide 
against the transfer of that concession, 
there is every reason to believe that the 
diplomatic difficulties in the way of the 
Panama route are very much less than 
those in the way of the Nicaragua route. 
In the first place, this government has for 
more than fifty years had a treaty with 
Colombia under which the United States 
protects the line of transit over the Iith- 
mus of Panama. Under the terms of this 
treaty the United States guarantees the 
perfect neutrality of the isthmus ‘‘with 
the view that the free trunsit from the 
one to the other sea may not be interrupt- 
ed nor embarrassed in any future time.’’ 
This refers to any method of transit, ca- 
nal or railway. Under the terms of this 
treaty we have more than once been call- 
ed upon to ald the Colombian government 
in maintaining its sovereignty, and the 
relations between the two governments 
are very close. There would, therefore, 
seem to be no doubt whatever that the 
Colombian government would gladly ac- 
cede to the transfer of the cana! conces- 
sion to is government, though it has 
had to protect itself against the possible 
transfer to less friendly governments, 


Nicaragua Not So Certain. 


No such reliance can be placed in the 
government of Nicaragua, as its: history 
shows. The recent row vetween two 
American companies claiming this very 
canal concession have demonstrated pret- 
ty clearly that. each new crowd of politi- 
cians that gets eontrol in Nicaragua has 
been using the canal concession for the 
purpose of-feathering its own nest. 

Then, too, as a hégh official of the state 
department pointed out to me in discuss- 
ing the matter yesterday, tne uttitude as- 
sumed by congress in its apparent de- 
cision that only the Nicaragua route fs to 
be considered has very naturally served 
to play into the hands of the men con- 
trolling the Nicaragua government, and it 
will be found, when it comes to further 
negotiations, that the Nicaragua officials 
will be in an excellent position to ‘hold 
up” the United States and force any 
terms it may desire. It would certainly 
have been better business. as this official 
pointed out. to have left the matter open 
in any canal bill passed by congress so 
that the one route could have been played 
against the other in these negotiations. 

It might not be exactly the thing to im- 
pugn the motives of the governments of 
sister republics were it not that the whole 
history of these Spanish-American  re- 
publics—Or most of them—warrants the 
conclusion that there is very little down- 
right honesty in the officials who control 
them. There is every good reason for 
thinking that the crowd in control of the 
Nicayagua government will hold us up to 
the limit, if the possibility of a Panama 
canal is ruthlessly eliminated from the 
discussion, and there is every g0od reason 
also for believing that there would be no 
difficulty in coming to the right sort of 
terms with the Colombian government. 
Would Mean Ruin of Panama Pro- 


ject. 


The officials of that government sé¢e 
that a decisien in favor of Nicaragua 
would mean the ruin of the Panama en- 
terprise, for, of course. there will not be 
two canals, and the officers of the Pana- 
ma company seem at last to have realized 
the same thing. It is because of this that 
Dr. Silva has come to America: and as the 
result of this realization and of Dr. Silva's 
visit some definite proposition may be ex- 
pected from the Panama people in the 
near future,

Speech of Edward VII Severely 
Criticised, 


NO ALLIANCE IS POSSIBLE 


It Is Held That the Interests of 
England and Germany Collide 
at Too Many Points. 
Kind Words for the 

iG, Boers. 


Berlin, February 15.—The Vossische Zei- 
tung says of King Edward’s speech: 

“The best that can be said is that the 
king’s speeth proves that there is a cer- 
tain degree of cor.tinuity in British state 
policy and that the accession of Edward 
has wrought no change in this.’’ 

The paper sharply criticises the refer- 
ence in the speech to the South African 
and Chinese wars, as “insincere and bom- 
bastic.”” If is disappointed that nothing 
is seid about the closer Anglo-German 
relations. 

The Berliner Neueste Nachrichten, con- 
servative, remarks: ; 

“We have already seen how tame is the 
opposition against the present South Af- 
rican cruel warfare, and now it is clear 
that everything is to remain the same.”’ 

The Boersen Zeitung, which talks about 
“British ingratitude after all the kaiser 
has done lately,” consoley itself in this 
wise: - 

“Anyway, the interests of England and 
Germany collide at many points more 
sharply than the interests of either power 
with those of any other country, and 
therefore a lasting entente is impossi- 
ble.’’ 

The Kreuz Zeitung charges that the 
passage in the speech with reference to 
the South African war is a deliberate 
perversion of the truth. Considerable 
satisfaction is expressed by The Deutsche 
Tages Zeitung that the rumors of a closer 
Anglo-German understanding are evident- 
ly unfounded, and it hopes Emperor Wil- 
liam will succeed in allaying Russi1's 
suspicion engendéred by the kaiser’s visit 
to England.

Business continnes of good-wvotumein nearly 
all parts of the country, and reports from the 
\west and southwest of a satisfactory distribu- 
tion of merchandise by jobbers begin to have 
@ familiar sound. Heavy orders come from 
ragents on the road. There is no important 
-ohange in prices in any department of manu- 
factured goods, and some staples rise while 
others decline, but the longer the situation 
remains as at present, the surer the business 
‘world féels about a rise in prices in the fu- 
ture, for the demand for .merchandise for 
prompt consumption does not decrease. 

Purchasers find difficulty in securing even 
approximate dates for delivery of goods in 
many iron and steel products, and mills are so 
far behind orders as a rule. that bo new con- 
tracts are’ sought. Structural material and 
railway supplies are in greatest request, numer- 
ous heavy orders being accepted this week at 
full prices. There is no inclination to shade 
quotations of finished forms, and pig iron at 
Pittsburg again advanced. i 

No sign of weakness is apparent in any de- 
Some 
manufacturers have booked orders that will 
insure running on full time wel] into May, and 
it is an exeeptional case where jobbers can 
secure March delivery, even from the smaller 
shops. Salesmen are returning from the west 
and-south-with most cheerful reports, and while 
local jobbing is less brisk than last week, there 
is no complaint. Forwardings from Boston 
Were 87, . Cases, against 83,255 in the 
previous week, and although the _ tota] for the 
week is somewhat smaller than the 185,068 
cases shipped last year, the movement in 1900 
was heavier than ir the corresponding fortnight 
of any other year. 

News regarding the textile manufacture is 
less efcouraging, despite the fact that sales 
of wool at the three chief eastern markets, rose 
to 6,972,600 pounds, far exceeding all recent 
records, and showing a gain of 960,600 pounds 
over the same week last year. It was at this 
time in 1900 that the movement commenced to 
fall off and the depression began which wags 
continued ever since.

Texas Railroad Commission 
Makes a Report 


RATES MADE ON VALUATION 


pee Procedures Ta‘en To Force 
the Railroads To Comply 
with the State’s Laws 
Are Recited in the 
Report. 


Austin, Tex., February 15.—(Special.)— 
The railroad commission of Texas today 
made a report to the legislature in answer 
to certain interrogatories propounded to 
them with a view of securing informa- 
tion as to the charges made by Governor 
Hogg that the railroads of Texas had 
$2,000,000,000 of watered stock on which 
they were making the people pay toll 
in the way of freight rates. The rail- 
road commission answered the questions 
as submitted, first stating that while 
they could not give any accurate informa- 
tion as to the amount of fictitious watered 
stocks ang bonds prior to the passage 
of the stock and bond law of 18%, that 
all freight rates now in force on Texas 
roads were made on the valuation of 
said railroads as made by the Texas rail- 
road commission itself, and therefore 
charges that fictitious stocks and bonds 
were brought into consideration in mak- 
ing the rates were erroneous. The re- 
port stipulated that in making these 
freight rates the commission is largely 
influenced by the value, weight and bulk 
of the merchandise, the risk of damage 
and what rates will move the commodity 
to be carried. The report goes on to 
state that the commission valuation of 
these roads as made and published was 
based on the information secured ty the 
commission’s engineer, and the commis- 
sion doés not take upon itself the respon- 
sibility of saying as to whether or not the 
commission had taken any action to as- 
certain whether railroads were operat- 
ing under fictitious figures or in violation 
of laws of Texas. The commission re- 
cites at great length the various legal pro- 
cedures taken to force railroads to com- 
ply with commission rules and regula- 
tions.

A number of New York banks are 
hesitating about entering the underwrit- 
ing syndicate One-of the financial 
questiong that has arisen relates to the 
four Moore companies. They cannot, 
without the consent of two-thirds of both 
classes of stock. permit the mortgaging 
of property. This may complicate the giv- 
ing of the bonds to Mr. Carnegie. Lat- 
est figures place the capitalization at $800,- 
000,000, and it is considered to be extreme- 
ly doubtful whether it will be considered 
expedient to take in all the companies 
atonce. The finishing companies may be 
admitted later than the raw steel con- 
cerns like the Carnegie and Federal Steel 
Companies. 

At the present time the negotiations are 
at a critical stage. and it is possible 
that the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany and one other concern may not 
agree to enter. The valuations will be 
on a close basis, and a good bit of water 
will be squeezed out. 

In addition to the cash payment of $22,- 
500,000 to Mr. Carnegie, he will receive 
$1,500 for each of his 86,000 shares of 
stock, making a total of over $152,000,000 
for his interest, from which the income 
will be nearly $8,000,000 a year. 

End of Carnegie Company. 

New York, February 15.—‘‘The Carne- 
gie Steel Company, as such, has ceased 
to exist except by courtesy.’’ 

This statement was made today by a 
high official of the American Steel and 
Wire Corfilpany. By this it was implied 
that all details for the transfer of con- 
trol of that company to the Morgan syn- 
dicate have been completed, and that the 
only d#fay in making complete and final 
aonnouncement is due to matters af- 
fecting the other companies, which it is 
believed will be taken in.

Charles M, Schwab, president of the 
Carnegie Steel Company, was formally 
selected yesterday as the head of the big 
steel combination. President Schwab and 
Henry C. Frick will return to Pittsburg 
this evening. Their work here is finished. 


WORKING FOR THE SALVAGE. 


Merritt Wreckers Going To Help of 
Spanish Steamship. 

Norfolk, Va., February 15.--(Special.)— 
The tremendous salvage involved in the 
wreck of the Spanish stéamship Otoyo, 
one of the largest ocean tramps, has 
tempted the Merritt wrecking organiza- 
tion to race its big wrecking tug Coley 
against time to the scene of the wreck 
off the South Carolina coast. The tug 
is now speeding southward, and if she 
makes her accustomed speed, it is said 
that she will reach the wreck in time to 
save the fine Spaniard from banging her- 
self to pieces against the rocks.

Washington, February 15.—(Special.)—An 
agreement has been reached among lead- 
ing senators by which the long delayed 
rewards due other officers are not to be 
headed .off by any renewal of the Samp- 
son-Schley controversy, but that the pro- 
motion suggested by the ‘president in 
every other case will be favorably acted 
upon. 

With regard to Sampson and Schley it 
is highly probable that no action will be 
taken at this session of congress. There 
is some talk of making both of them vice 
admirals on the idea that this will satisfy 
the friends of Admiral Schley, even 
though it leaves him below Admiral 
Sampson. The men who have had the 
most to say in the interest of Sampson, 
however, do not take kindly to this, for 
their whole contention is that Schley 
should remain higher. on the list than 
Sampson, which is now the case, They 
will consent to nothing else. 

The resubmission of the names has 
given the partisans of Admira] Sampson a 
chance'‘to break out again with all their 
bitterness, and this only’ serves to 
strengthen the friends of Admiral Schley 
in their determination to carry the fight 
on to the end. In view of the situation, 
therefore, it has been agreed that the 
Other rewards shall be given without walt- 
ing for a solution of this Schley-Samp- 
son problem.

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, then demanded 
a vote upon his pending motion to dis- 
charge the judiciary committee from the 
consideration of the anti-trust bill und 
that the senate proceed to its considera- 
tion, 

Mr. Chandler and Mr. Aldrich contended 
that the motion was not in order, and 
were sustained by the chair. 

Mr. Pettigrew said it was well known 
that the anti-trust bill was passed by the 
house at the last session as a ‘“‘political 
Play,’’ with no intention that it should 
ever become a law. It was passed by the 
house, he declared, to be used as a club 
with which to get from the ‘“‘great trusts” 
contributions for the campaign. 


Teller Denounces Su é‘dy. 


Mr. Aldrich asked unanimous consent 
that all amendments to the shipping bill 
be voted upon without further debate, the 
votes to be taken immediately. 

“You can get unanimous consent to take 
a vote upon the anti-trust amendment,” 
said Mr. Jones. 

“The senator from Rhode Island,” in- 
terposed Mr. Teller, of Colorado, ‘‘knows 
just as well as I do that he is not going 
to get a vote upon this bill. He knows 
that it is going to be debated until the 
end of the session. He knows that he 
can’t get a vote without unanimous agree- 
ment, and there is no hope of an agree- 
ment.” 

Mr. Aldrich replied that’ he had enter- 
tained strong hope of securing‘a vote 
upon the bill at the present session. He 
had never heard until this moment that 
a vote could not be had upon the Dill. 

“Well,” said Mr. Teller, ‘‘the senator 
has not been here for a few days and he 
probably has not heard what I have said.’’ 

The Colorado senator expressed the 
opinion that quite half the republican ma- 
jority in the senate was opposed to the 
bill. Two or three republican senators, he 
said, had expressed the hope in his pres- 
ence that no agreement to take a vote 
upon the measufe would be reached. 

“In all my experience here,” said Mr. 
Teller, “there has never come a bill into 
this senate that carries on its face such 
evidences of jobbery, and I think I can 
show that to the satisfaction of the sen- 
ate. The senators from Maine (Mr. Frye) 
and from Ohio (Mr. Hanna) do not expect 
to carry this bill at the present session.” 


Wants Faith Kept with Cuba. 

After advyerting to the possibility that 
the people of Cuba might send to con- 
gress the constitution under which they 
propose to operate and to the likelihood 
that this would create considerable dis- 
cussion, Mr. Teller said that, so far as he 
was concerned, he had made up his mind 
that the subsidy bill could not be passed. 
He believed that it was kept before the 
senate for the purpose of pushing aside 
other business in order that there would 
be an excuse for an extra session to con- 


pass the shipping bill. He said that the 
Spooner amendment to the army Dill 
would require and would receive ample 
discussion, and he believed that the Cuban 
question, too, would be brought to the 
senate’s attention. 

“The question here,” said he, “is wheth- 
er we shall keep faith with Cuba and 
with the world. The Cuban question will 
be discussed at this session whether the 
constitution they framed shall come here 
or not. There is a sentiment growing up 
and voiced br certain influences and by 
newspapers of the country that we are to 
break faith with Cuba. I propose to take 
up the resolution we adopted in the last 
congress and show that it expressed the 
sentiment of the people and the execu- 
tive.’’

MAURICE THOMPSON GOES 


INTO THE GREAT UNKNOWN 


Crawfordsville, Ind., February 15.—Mau- 
rice Thompson died this morning at three 
o'clock after a lingering illness. Mr. 
Thompson was born in Fairfield, Ind., 
September 9, 1844, but spent his early life 
in the Georgia raountains, half way be- 
tween Chattanooga and Atlanta, where 
his father was an extensive planter. He 
entered the confederate army in 1862 and 
did hard scout duty. 

After the war he became chief engineer 
of the L. C. and 8. W. railroad, and while 
engaged in this work met Alice Lee, of 
Crawfordsville, whom he married. He 
then began the practice of law. 

In 1867 he explored Lake Okeechobee, 
Florida, listing its birds, animals and 
plants. From his Crawfordsville home 
Mr. Thompson sent forth the literary 


work which was to win him distinction— 
first a book of poems, “‘Hoosier Mosaics,” 
then “Sylvan Secrets,’’ followed hard by 
“Bird Notes.”’ From his home came “The 
Witchery of Archery,” which caused a re- 
vival of this fine old sport. 

His first novel, “A Tallahassee Girl,”’ 
was published in 188!. His other works 
have been “Stories of the Cherokee Hills,” 
“Bthics of Literary Art,” ““Toxophilus in 
Arcadia.”” “His Second Campaign,” “At 
Love’s Extremes,” “A Fortnight of Fol- 
ly,” “The Ocala Boy,” “King of Honey 
Island,’’. “Hoosier Mosaics,’ “Songs of 
Fair “Weather,” “Byways 
Notes,” “Sylvan Secrets,” “The Story of 
Louisiana,’’ ‘‘Lincoln’'s Grave’ (poem),

OUTLOOK CONSIDERED FINE 


Secretary Says That the Associa- 
tions Are Being Conducted on a 
Mcre Conservative Basis. 
Convention in Session 
at New Orleans. 


New Orleans, FeBruary 15.—The ninth 
annual convention of the United States 
League of Local Building and Loan As- 
sociations was called to order today in 
the Essenic council chamber by National 
President J. Warren Bailey, of Somer- 
ville, Mass. The attendance was large, 
many of the delegates being attracted 
here by the carnival festivities. Mayor 
Paul Candevilie and former Congress- 
man Charles F. Buck welcomed the dele- 
gates in eloquent addresses, after which 
the regular business of the convention 
was proceeded with. The first number on | 
the programme was the annual address 
of President Bailey. It was an interesting 
review of the progress of homestead 
leagues in the United States and of their 
benefit to the community at large. 

Conditions Are Better. 

At the conclusion of the president’s re- 

port credentials were acted on and then 


Secretary H. F. Cellarius read his annual 
report, which was, in part, us tollows: 


“There has been a substantial improve- 
ment in the building and loan association 
outlook in the past six months, particu- 
larly in those states which in the last two 
years have been making a rather discour- 
aging showing, namely: Illinois, Missouri 
and Indiana. And while building associa- 
tions generally have in some degree been 
feeling the effects of retroactive move- 
ments in these states, the encouraging 
change is being perceptibly felt. There is 
a better undertone which gives assurance 
that these associations are to resume their 
proper standing in popular’ estimation, 
and this means much for their future 
success. They must, however, adhere to 
Simple and safe business methods, be 
properly managed and directed, and then 
they will again merit and receive public 
approval. There never was a time when 
it was so necessary to bear in mind the | 
single and rudimental principles which in 
the past have made the 
Strong, popular and successful. Building 
associations are today confronted with 
changing conditions and their business 
methods require some adjustment, but this | 
is no reason for a radical departure from | 
the tried, safe and simple rules of true 
co-operative building associations’ 
Qgds and practice. 

‘Pennsylvania leads in the number of 
associations—1,200—the states following 
being Ohio, 770; Illinois, 752: New Jersey, 
360; New York, 300: Indiana, 408: Massa- 
chusetts, 176: California, 158: Missouri, 174; 
Michigan, 66: Iowa, 70: Connecticut, 15; 
Nebraska. 16: Wisconsin, 48: Maine,, 33; 
Kapsas, 40: Tennessee, 23: Minnesota, 4: 
New ampshire, 16; North Dakota, 6: 
other states 1,100. Total 5,845. 

‘The total membership is 1,476,294 and 
the total assets $575.518,212. There was an 
increase in assets in Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
New Jersey. New York. Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Nebraska and North Dakota 
and a decrease in Illinois, Indiana, Calli- 
forSia, Missouri, Michigan, Iowa, Wis- 
consin. Maine, Kansas, Tennessee, Min- 
nesota and New Hampshire. The net de- 
crease in assets in all the states was 
$6,347,938.”

A committee on resolutions was appoint- 
ed and will report at tomorrow’s session. 
The convention will close tomorrow even- 
ing with the election of officers. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
the reading of papers that had been pre- 
pared for the meeting. 

Secretary Cellarius read an interesting 
paper on “The Associations of the Fu- 
ture,”” by Hon. James L. Fields, secretary 
of the board of commissioners ‘of Building 
and Loan Associations, of California, and 
a paper on “The Building Association, Its 
Influence on the Community,”’ prepared 
by Right Rev. Dennis O’Donaghue, of In- 
dianapolis, neither of whom was present. 

Rev. Thomas Fitsmorris, ex-president of 
the league, of Omaha, Neb., read a paper 
on “he Reflections of a Director.”’ 

Hon. Horace G. Wadlin, chief of the 
Labor Bureau of Massachusetts, was un- 
able to be present, and his paper on ‘‘Co- 
operative Saving in Massachusetts—A Re- 
view,’’ was read by Mr, EB.

The spirit of Mr. Rassieur is so nar- 
row that it will defeat itself.

In fact, the exploiters of pen- 
sion legislation could always count 
upon the solid southern vote in affir- 
mation, when & more rigid conception 
of duty would have dictated otherwise. 
But the pension list has grown until 
it has become a scandal, and those 
whose patriotism should forbid it are 
constantly crying ‘‘more.” The pres- 
ent congress in both houses is repub- 
lican, as well as the president, and the 
obstacles thrown in the way of fresh 
raids upon the treasury are resisted by 
them from very shame. 

The growth of the military budget 
is a menace to the country. When, 
during the late campaign, Hon. Carl 
Schurz pictured the timé when evéry 
Man would carry a soldier upon his 
back, he was treated as an alarmist. 
The very first session of congress held 
after the declaration has run the ap- 
propriation thermometer up to the bil- 
lion mark. Our new military estab- 
lishment, not including the pension 
roll, will cost $1,280 per man. An 
American soldier will cost five times 
the French or German soldier. The 
military budget now amounts to $3.80 
for every man, woman and child in 
the country, including inmates of pris- 
Ons, asylums and poor houses, so that 
the statement of Mr. Schurz has been 
justified. 

There must be a return to self-sup- 
porting citizenship.

Some Duties of a City. 
¢ There are some duties, somewhat of 
a psychological nature, which devolve 
upon cities, in the performance . of 
which they serve the country well. 

Life in comparative isolation is more 
intense, and hence the neighborhood 
orator is counted for much more than 
he really is. As those whom he gath- 
ers around him generally agree with ; 
his yiews, he lacks the benefit of that 
criticism which would tone him down 
and bring him nearer to the earth. The 
consequence is that he mistakes his 
conceit of opinion for conviction, and 
his auditors accept his self-absorption 
as earnestness. Thus equipped and 
indorsed, he moves into expectant 
neighborhoods where no one has the 
hardihood to puncture the oracle. It 
is not until he reaches some city in 
which reverence has been slightly 
frayed that he meets up with a little 
boy impudent enough to ask him a 
leading question, and ready to wind 
him up with: “What are you giving 
us?” 

Thus Mrs. Nation passed from Texas 
through Indian Territory into Kansas 
as a self-consuming exponent of great 
ideas. Inspiration made her greater 
than jaw, and the hatchet made up for 
lack of masculinity. From town to 
town she went awaking wonder and 
awe. She reached Chicago a portent 
of omen—she left it a freak! Brought 
face to face with the myriad conditions 
which make up human life and her 
personality placed under dissection, 
she was not able to stand the test. The 
city had performed its duty of taking 
her measure and dismissed her with a 
warning. 
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That Michigan Decision. 

That Michigan decision touching 
franchises, based, as it is, upon the in- 
herent right to tax an article of value 
whether described in statute or not, is 
attracting the attention of the whole 
country as containing a sound. princi- 
ple, capable of universal application. 

The president of the street railway 
eompany affected, while declaring the 
decision serious, does not deny its jus- 
tice as between all kinds of property. 
His plea that the,collection of such a 
tax lessens the chance to give the 
people lower fares is fully met by the 
counter-statement that this tax can be 
offset by cutting off the corruption 
fund which is used to fee attorneys 
and to buy doubtful councilmen. As 
The Times-Herald says, “he knows, 
and everybody in Detroit knows, that 
the franchise is the most valuable part 
of the company’s assets, and it is so 


with every property of the. kind. If the.

Any cor- 
poration which was in the street rail-

could only get hold of the right, which 
is already of fabulous value and which 
will go on increasing in value for an 
everlasting rebuke to the foolish policy 
which permitted it to pass out of the 
control of the people.” 

Discussing the general principle of 
the decision, The Times-Herald says: 


It is evident, therefore, that franchises 
should be taxed, but it is a question 
whether the taxation might not be better 
done under a franchise tax law than un- 
de: the principles of the Michigan decis- 
ion. The court distinguished between gen- 
eral and special privileges, and made a 
further distinction with regard to the lat- 
ter in the following illustration: 

Any number of street railway companies 
might be organized under the statute, and 
they would have the right to exist as lawfully 
constituted corporations, with the corporate 
capacity to build and operate street railways 
anywhere in the state. But the right to build 
would have to be acquired. Until such corper- 
ation should be able to obtain an easement 
in some highway, which the statute does not 
of itself effectuate, its privileges would be of 
little if any value. But when it should have 
acquired possession of an easement in a des- 
ignated highway for the purposes of a street 
railway, and tonstructed and put in operation 
thereon, the easement and railroad would con- 
stitute preperty. 

The fdea is that before the franchise 
becomes taxable it must become as30- 
ciated with tangible property, and further- 
more, apparently, that there must be also 
construction and operation under its 
terms. Now, while it is clear that there 
would be nothing taxable in the corpora- 
tion which merely existed and which had 
obtained no grant at all, franchises are 
often secured, generally by corruption, 
which have a great value, though there 
is no thought of construction or opera- 
tion. Such are the privileges which are 
used for sandbagging purposes and a re- 
cent example furnished by this city shows 
that they may be worth millions. It would 
exercise a very wholesome check on one 
species of municipal jobbery if they were 
taxed on a fair estimate of what they 
would bring in the market. 

But, however this may be, there can 
be no doubt about the relative value of 
the tangible and the intangibie in every 
case where they are brought together, 
and there is a large and growing com- 
munity to feed upon. It is the intangible 
which constitutes the big property, and a 
tax should certainly be levied upon it, 
whether separately or in combination. 

The people are slowly becoming edu- 
cated to the value of the gifts which 
liberal councilmen have been giving 
away to developers, while they were 
raising the tax rate on the washer- 
woman’s pot and enacting a compli- 
cated license system against other bus- 
inesses which require a staff of law- 
yers to explain and agents to enforce. 
Every time the home owner has to 
dance up to answer a new tax levy he 
can look out upon property in which 
he had an interest which has gone to 
make a few individuals rich. Let them 
awake to the truth that the combined 
franchise values of any well-rounded 
city in the country are worth more 
money than its entire realty on the out- 
side. 

The Michigan decision is in the in- 
terest of all the taxpayers and must 
become general. 
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The Public Utilities. 

The people of Chicago have suc- 
ceeded in wringing some return from 
the public utilities. 

The recent report of the city electri- 
cian shows how that city has made 
money in the last thirteen years by 
doing its own fighting by electricity. 
The total] amount paid for construc- 
tion, operating and repairs and re- 
building in this period was $2,786,- 
100.12, for which the number of lights 
has been increased from 188 to 4,239. 
If the city had rented private plants 
the cost in thirteen years would have 
been $2,507,110.50; but the city now 
has three power plants, 125 miles of 
conduits, 4,400 arc lamps and two pow- 
er stations, worth $921,000. The elec- 
triclan says: ‘In two more years Chi- 
cago should not owe itself one cent on 
account of the plants it has built or 
valuable property it has acquired in 
constructing the plants.” 

When the people awake to thelr 
rights, they can shorten their tax bills 
considerably. 
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Just One Word as a Tip. 

The Cincinnati business men who 
will move around Atlanta today are 
in search of business. 

This tip we give them free: Six 
years ago a million dollar cotton mill 
was set in motion in Georgia. With 
the profits of the current year, that 
mill has paid back the entire amount 
invested to its stockholders.

“What has put me in this vein of think- 
ing is the fact that I got a wrong start 
on January 1, 1901. Because this is the 
first year of the new century I made more 
resolutions than usual when the new year 
dawned. In order to enter upon the new 
year apd the new century in a proper 
frame of mind I attended watch night 
services on December @Zist. Well, those 
services Lad a remarkable effect on me. 
After listening te the songs and prayers 
I was ready to make all sorts of resolu- 
tions when the midnight bells tolled the 
knell of the old year and century. 

“After the watch night services were 
aver, I strolled home meditating on how 
good I would de during 1901. I was never 
what one would call a hard case, but I 
had some faults that I firmly resolved to 
correct. I continued to resolve during the 
walk home and by the time { crawled into 
bed I was chockfull and running over with 
all sorts of resolutions. I had resolved to 
quit drinking, though I was never much 
of a toper. I resolved to quit smoking, 
which was a real deprivation, and I also 
resolved to do unto others what I would 
have them do to me, provided the ‘others’ 
would let me.” 

“And how have you managed with your 
good resolutions?’’ queried an interested 
listener, 

“T haven’t managed at all,’’ was the 
reply. “Those resolutions have seemed to

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POLITICAL AND PERSONAL | 


AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


N spite of the assurance of the south 

Georgia press that it is a “far cry” fo 

the next gubernatorial campaign, a 
practical estimate of the political situa- 
tion shows there are no jess than three 
candidates now in the field. 

The candidacy of Hon. F, G. duBignon, 
of Chatham, and that of Attorney Gen- 
eral J. M. Terrell have for some weeks 
been regarded as settled. Every indi- 
cation now points to the name of Hon. 
J. Pope Brown, of the state railroad com- 
mission, as the third candidate for the 
highest office in the gift of the state. To 
those familar with the status of things 
political, the practical assurance that 
Commissioner Brown will be in the race 
comes gimply as the verification of an 
opinion for some time adhered to. 

The semi-official announcement of some 
days since in @ south Georgia newspaper 
to the effect that Hon. F. G, duBignon 
would enter the race for governor has 
been faken up in enarly eyery part ot 
the state, with favorable comment at the 
hands of the press. Notwithstanding ru- 
mors to the contrary, it is stated in Sa- 
vannah that Mr. duBignon’s health is 
entirely restored, and that he contem- 
plates an active and vigorous campaign 
for governor when the time for such ar- 
rives. 

The connection with the state agricul- 
tural society which Hon. J. Pope Brown 
maintained for a number of years gave 
him a thorugh acquaintance with the ag-~ 
ricultural classes of the state and securea 
for him the esteem and confidence of the 
men connected with the society. No for-. 
mal announcement has yet been made by 
Commissioner Brown, but that an an- 
nouncement will shortly be forthcoming 
is accepted as a fact in political circles. 

An interesting situation in this con- 
nection is bound to develop later on. Of 
the three men who are spoken of for the 
governorship two are officials of the state. 
Attorney General Terrell has given no in- 
timation of what course he will pursue 
should he be opposed by Railroad Com- 
missioner Brown. The presumption, how- 
ever, is that he will follow the example 
set by Governor Candler and resign his 
present office to take the field for an ac- 
tive canvass, 

Attorney General Terrell has a great 
many close friends in every part of the 
state who will more than likely advise 
such a& course. 

It has been a long time since the gub- 
ernatorial race developed as early as the 
pending one has done. Attorney General 
Terrell has been an avowed candidate 
for several months. Hon. F. G. duBignon 
has for some months considered the step 
recently taken, while Hon. J. Pope Brown 
is considered a certainty a year and a 
half before the votes are to be cast and 
counted. 


Hon. Leonidas McLester, ex-state sen- 
ator from the twenty-fourth, is urged 
by his friends to make the race for attor- 
ney genera] to succeed ‘Hon. J. M. Terrell. 

Mr. McLester has gone so far as to an- 
nounce to those who are urging him that 
if his personal friend, Hon. John D. Lit- 
tle, is not in the field for attorney gen- 
eral that he, fn all probability, will enter 
for the office. If, howéver, Speaker Little 
does decide to make the race, it is stated 
that Mr. McLester will tender him his 
active support. 

Former Senator McLester its one of the 
most important political factors in the 
twenty-fourth district. He is likewise one 
of the most popular representatives that 
section of the state has had in a number 
of years. and his conditional announce- 
ment will be received with gratification 
by a host of friends over the state. 

There seems to be considerable doubt in 
political circles whether it {s Speaker Lit- 
tle’s desire to run for attorney generai 
or stand for re-election to the speaker- 
ship of the house. Many of his strong- 


est supporters are urging him to announce 
for the attorney generaiship.

city, and shot him dead, was today in- 
dicted by the grand jury for murder in 
the first degree. The shooting was the 
culmination of a seysational wedding on 
December 4th, which Kennedy had 
brought suit to have set aside, asserting 
it had been forced.

Karsas City Journal: Having more 
room than he required, an attorney in the 
New York Life building decided to sublet 
one room of his suit. He passed the word 
among the bar and within a few days had 
two dozen applications from young attor- 
neys. With but three excéptfons all want- 
ed merely deskroom, and then they want- 
ed to be given sufficient employment by 
the lawyer to pay their rent and to enaBle 
them to liquidate their board bills, All 
offers were rejected, and lawyers who 
heard about ft began repining that the 
good old days of not long ago had 
changed. When the stenographer came in, 
the young lawyer went out, they regret- 
ted. It was declared that not in all Kan- 
sas City could a law student be found as 
the term implied when LéncolIn and men 
as late as fifteen years ago learned law. 
Now they go to school unable to get into 
law offices. They learn by rote. Then 
they learned by experience. 

“When a student comes from college 
now he is a fullfledged lawyer,”’ said Mil- 
ton Moore.

GOVERNOR CANDLER SAYS 
LOSS WILL BE HEAVY 


The Site Wanted by the Central Is 
at the Western Extreme of 
Alabama Street, Facing 
That Thoroughfare. 


The exclusive announcement in The 
Constitution of yesterday that the Cen- 
tral and Southern railroads will abandon 
the state’s depot and erect one of their 
own immedistely west of the Forsyth 
street bridge, was followed last night by 
the statement from New York that Presi- 
dent Egan, of the Central, is now in that 
clty considering plans for the new At- 
lanta station. 

Railroad men yesterday discussed with 
great interest the depot to be constructed 
jointly by the Southern and Central, and 
a majority of them took occasion to say, 
“T told you so.” 

Both Governor Candler and Attornev 
General Terrell stated that they were in 
no way surprised at the new situation 
and had anticipated the defeat of a re- 
newal of the agreement with the state 
when the depot bill was beaten before the 
legislature. 

A Great Less to the State. 

“If the Central and Southern carry out 
their plan,” said Governor Candler yes- 
terday, “it means that the state will lose 
something like a million dollars. In the 
special depot message I addressed to the 
legislature a contingercy such as is now 
about to be realized was forecasted. I 
can therefore only reiterate what was 
contained in that message. 

“The actual depreciation of the state’s 
property in case all or a majority of the 
roads go to the new station, is, of course, 
problematical. It is probable that in or- 
der to keep its through business intact 


* the Western and Atlentic will be forced 


to go with the Southern and Central.” 
Attorney General Talks. 

“Tt is hdrd to tell what the fate of the 
present carshed will be,”’ said Mr. Ter- 
réll, “‘in case the Central and Southern 
build a station of their own. 

“T predict that the carshed will be used 
solely for commodation and local 
trains. The W. and A. will have to seek 
admission in the neW depot in order to 
compete with other rcads doirg a through 
business. 7 

“If this condition of things is realized, 
just what depreciation will take place in 
the value of the carshe4d property is un- 
certain. That the property will depreciate 
is a fact that canrot be doubted. 

“Had the legislature accepted the prop- 
osition of the railrcads, the state’s prop- 
erty could have been improved without 
cost to the state.”’ 

The exact point where the Central rall- 
road will seek to locate the prceposed de- 
pot is at the western terminus ofAlabama 
street—on the property of the Central and 
a narrow strip belonging to the state of 
Georgia. 

In the event the Centra! persuades the 
Southern to accept this site in preference 
to one near the Mitchell street viaduct, it 
is probable that the grand entrance to 
the depot will face Alabama street and 
open on that thoroughfare. 

A telegram from one of the leading di- 
rectors of the Southern in New York city 
received by The Constitution last night 
indicates that the board of directors of 
the roads are heartily in favor of the 
new depot proposition.

BUILD NEW LINE 


Proposes Plan for Relief on Forrest 
Avenue, 


A STRAIGHT BUSINESS PLAN 


May Apply for Charter in Few 
Weeks’ Time. 


WOULD LEASE.POWER FROM OTHER LINE 


| His Proposition Is Contingent on 


Failure of Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company To Accept Franchise. 


Whatever action the council may take 
on the mayor's veto of the franchise 
granted the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany on Forrest avenue, a car line, splen- 
didly equipped and unrivaled in service 
seems assured on that thoroughfare. 

Judge Henry B. Tompkins has come 
forward with a plan whereby the resi- 
dents of Forrest avenue will secure the 
relief they are asking for. 

Briefly stated, Judge Tompkins’ plan is 
to build and equip a line on Forrest ave- 
nue from Jackson street to Peachtree, 
provided the mayor’s veto is sustained by 
the counci] and the Atlanta Rapid Tran- 
sit Company refuses to accept the fran- 
chise as amended according’ to the may- 
or’s suggestion. Judge Tompkins will be 
prepared, in this event, to furnish bond 
as stipulated in the mayor’s message, and 
work would be begun in a short time 
after the council had granted him a 
franchise. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
afternoon, Judge Tompkins said: 

*“‘My plan is to apply for a franchise on 
Forrest avenue, in the event council sus- 
tains the mayor's veto and the Rapid 
Transit Company. fails to accept a fran- 
chise for a less term of years than he 
suggests. I would regafd the building of 
@ line on Forrest avenue purely in the 
light of a business proposition. My plan 
would be to form a new street railway 
company, apply for a franchise after the 


expiration of the time stipulated for ac- ° 


ceptance of the amended franchise spoken 
of by Mayor Mims, and if I get a fran- 
chise commence work at once. 

“IT would go to both the Rapid Transit 
Company and the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company and ask for propositions 
from each to enter into a contract to 
carry the cars of the new company on 
one or the other of the lines, and to de- 
liver and receive the passengers in the 
center of the city. If possible, I would 
provide in such contract to secure trans- 
fers from the center of the city to potnts 
in different sections of the city. 

“The idea conveyed in the afternoon 
paper that passengers would only be car- 
ried from Jackson street to Peachtree 
street and .iere left to catch some car 
on some other line is erroneous. 

“If I and my associates should build a 
line, it will be built and equipped up to 
the standard of the best in Atlanta, and 
the schedule will be the best and quick- 
est that can be arranged. The cars will 
be as fine as any now in use in the city 
of Atlanta, and we will stand ready at 
any time to forfeit the franchise if we 
fail to come up to. the terms of the con- 
tract, 

“I do not know what arrangements 
could be made with the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company or the Rapid Transit 
Company, but I am satisfied that under 
a twenty-one-year franchise I would have 
a paying investment on the capital neces- 
sary to lay the tracks and furnish equip- 
ment. 

“T have the money at my command, and 
the organization of a company would be 
a mere formality: 

“The plan above outlined is, in my opin- 
ion, a perfectly feasible one; but if con- 
tracts could not be made with either of 
the two existing street railways, then my 
intention is to arrange to extend the line 
from Peachtree street over some practi- 
cable route into the heart of the city, as 
an independent line.” 


WORK ON NEW HOTEL STOPS 


Alleged Difference of Opinion Be- 
tween Owners. 


CHANGES ARE CONTEMPLATED 


Alleged That Owners Are Debating 
Whether To Spend $350,000 or 
$700,000 on Hotel. 


The delay in the construction of the 
new hotel to be erected at the corner of 
Lvckie and Peachtree streets is said to 
be due to a difference of opinion that has 
arisen among the promoters of the en- 
tert rise.

It fs 
said that it is this difference of opinion 
that has delayed the work.

No contracts have been let and 
the work has come to a standstill_until 
a definite agreement is reached. 

Meantime none of the parties to the 
scheme will talk. They do not deny that 
some changes are contemplatéd, but de- 
cline absolutely to give details.

G0 OUT ON STRIKE 


One Messenger Service Agency Is Hay- 
ing Trouble with Employees. 


TEN QUIT AND ARE ARRESTED 


Boys Are Sent to Police Station on 
Charge of Disorderly Conduct. 


WILL DECLARE BOYCOTT ON COMPANY. 


Boys Say They Will Whip Other 
Messengers—Tell of the Occur- 
ence—Proprietor Nct Worried, 


Because two boys had a fight and the 
manager of the company called for a po- 
liceman to stop the disturbance they 
were causing, ten of the messenger boys 
employed by the F. G. Byrd, Phone 19, 
Messenger Company rede out on a strike, 
and had cases of disorderly conduct en- 
tered against them yesterday afternoon at 
2 o'clock. 

The boys claim they have gone out for 
good and will remain out, unless Manager 
Byrd has the cases booked against them 
at the police station dismissed and makes 
an apology to them for his action of yes- 
terday afternoon, They have already de- 
clared a boycott on the company and have 
asserted that every boy answering a ¢all 
from the place would be given a whip- 
ping. : 

About 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Call Officer Garner was asked to come 
to the place of the Byrd company and ar- 
rest a crowd of boys who were raising 
a row at the place. He went to the of- 
fice and there found every messenger of 
the company who was not out refusing 
to answer calls. He made them a short 
talk, but at the instance of Mr. Byrd ar- 
rested the entire crowd. 

Cases were mede against the following: 
Leon Walker, Jim Rush, Bob Wiggins, 
Charles Herring, Clarence Simpkins, 
Howard Stevens, Noah Merrill, Robert 
Dorsey and Charles Bosh.. The boys were 
charged with disorderly conduct and were 
all given copies to appear this afternoon 
at 2:30 o'clock. 

One of the boys told of the affair as 
follows: 

Well, you see de whole ting was about 
dis way. De guy wot runs de place he 
just thought he would run the hog over 
us. And nuting like dat goes. See? So 
we up wid our shacks and said we would 
strike. Den de guy got mad and treat- 
ened to have de whole bunch pulled. So 
we just said, ‘t’ell’’ wid de cop and 
stampeded.

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NOT TO BE MERGED 


President Spencer Outlines Its Future 
in an Interview. 


TO BE MANAGED SEPARATELY 


This Announcemetit Will Be Good 
News to the Employees. 


ALL OPPOSITION WILL BE QUIETED 


The Agitation In Mississippi Over 
Imaginary Consolidation Will 
Probably Subside. 


The Common Carrier will announce to- 
day, upon the authority of Samuel Spen- 
cer, president of the Southern, that the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad will not be 
merged with the Southern railway, but 
will be operated as a separate company. 

Great interest has been felt all over 
the south as to what would be done with 
the Mobile and Ohio, control of which 
Was recently acquired by the Southern. 
It has been a question whether the new 
acquisition would be consolidated with 
the Southern or would be added to the 8t. 
Louts-Louisville division, or would be op- 
erated Independently. All the men on 
the Mobile and Ohto have naturally been 
intensely interested in this question, as 
they believed that their position might 
depend on the road’s future relation to 
the Southern. 

In a letter to The Common Carrter, 
which that journal publishes today, Pres- 
ident Spencer, of the Southern, says, re- 
plying to an inquiry which had been made 
of him: ; 

‘The Mobile and Ohio rialroad will be 
operated as a separate company 4s now, 
without consolidation or merger with the 
Southern Railway Company.” 

This authoritative statement sets at rest 
all the speculation ‘Which has been going 
on oyer the disposition of the property. 
It etins cheering news to all the Mobile 
and Ohio people, none of whom has ever 
had an intimation of what Mr. Spencer’s 
plans were. 

This policy, it is believed, will quiet the 
agitation and opposition which recently 
sprung up in Mississippi, where a ques- 
tion has been raised as to the constitu- 
tionality of the merger of the two sys- 
tems. A number of the best lawyers in 
that state have already given it as their 
opinion that the two roads are not com- 
petitors in the sense prohibited by the 
Mississippi constitution. Under Mr. Spen- 
ser’s plan, the Mobile and Ohio will con- 
tinue to be operated as an independent 
system and this, itis thought, will allay 
any opposition which may have developed 
on account of the purchase. Me ¥ 

Mr. Spencer’s statement, quoted' above 
is also taken to mean that the present 
force will continue to manage and op- 
erate the Mobile and Ohio. It is as- 
sumed that the Southern will be repre- 
sented in the management. It is likely 
that Mr. Spericer will be elected presi- 
dent, as he is of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida and the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas, in both of which the 
Southern is largely interested, though 
they are operated independently and as 
separate companies. 

The Mobile and Ohio has about 80 
miles of lines, extending from Mobile to 
St. Louis, with an extension reaching 
Montgomery. The system extends to 
within about thirty miles of both Bir- 
mingham and Memphis. As Mr. Spencer 
recently stated, the acquisition of control 
by the Southern will benefit both compa- 
nies. The Southern gets splendid termi- 
nals at Mobile and the Mobile and Ohio 
gets the advantage of fine terminals at 
St. Louis.

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IS REPRIMANDED 


Ceremony ook Place at Ar- 
mory Last Right 


BROTHER OFFICERS PRESENT 


Final Chapter in the Street Car Af- 
fair in Which Soldiers Figured 
Disgracefully — Sergeant 
Huff Réduced to the 
Ranks. 


In the presence of the officers of the 
Fifth regiment, at the armory of Compa- 
nies B and D, 128% Whitehall street, at 


.8:30 o’clock last night, Colonel Park Wood- 


ward, commanding the regiment, in com- 
pliance with the sentence of the court- 
martial, reprimanded Lieutenant G. I. 8. 
Watt, of the Atlanta Grays, for partici- 
pating in a row on a street car while re- 


turning from the Southern Interstate Fair 
grounds last fall. 


The affair was given considerable prom- 
inence in the press at the time, and fig- 
ured in one of Judge Broyle’s “‘matinees.”’ 
As officially stated, the courtmartial’s 
charge and specification on which Lieu- 
tenant Watt was found guilty, are 2s 
follows: 


Charge 1.—‘‘Neglect of duty in quelline 
disturbance, in violation of the twenty- 
fourth article of war. 

Specification—“‘In that Lieutenant G. T. 
S. Watt, while in uniform. made no ef- 
fort to quell, but rather particivated in 
the disorderly conduct occurring on a car 
of the Atlanta Railwe- and Power Com- 
pany, while coming from the Interstate 
Fair grounds to Atlanta.” 

The courtmartial’s sentence was that 
Lieutenant Watt be suspended from 
rank command in duty for a period of 
thirty days, and that he be reprimanded. 

Colonel Woodward, after expressing his 
regret that such an unpleasant duty de- 
volved upon him, delivered the reprimand 
as follows: 

“In pursuance with general orders No. 2 
A. G. O., January 26th, 1901, you_have been 
found guilty of Charge No. 1, Specification 
No. 1, for neglect of duty in not quelling a 
disturbance while in uniform, while riding 
as a passenger on a car of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company from the 
Interstate Fair grounds to Atlanta, Ga., 
in violation of the twenty-fourth article 
of war; and youeare suspended from duty 
fron this date. 

“Your attention is called to the abso- 
lute importance of realizing the position 
you occurv as an officer of the Georgia 
state troops, and the importance of so 
conducting vourself on all occasions as to 
set an example to the officers and men 
under you. Too much importance cannot 
be paid to the exercise of authority * 
any commissioned officer, particularly in 
public, at least to such an extent as will 
gain the good will of the citizens general- 
ly and respect for the Georgia state 
troops. When a soldier appears in uni- 
form citizens should feel satisfied that 
they can be depended unon for protec- 
tion. But when it is made possible by 
the officers of the Georgia state troops 
that the police department have to be 
called upon to protect its citizens from 
the soldiery, it ts a ‘Sad commentary on 
the militapgy of the state, and would seem 
to indicate an increase of the police de- 
partment for the protection of the citi- 
zens from the military. 

“T trust that this experience will im- 
press upon ~ou your responsibility as an 
officer of the Georgia state troops and 
that in the future it will not be necessary 
for me or any other commanding officer 
of this regiment to be called upon to rep- 
rimand you or any other officer of the 
reziment for such neglect of duty. 

“At the expiration of your term of sus- 
pension I trust you will return to duty 
with a higher appreciation of your obli- 
gation to the organization to which you 
have the honor to be a member, and with 
a higher sense of duty, and that you will 
recognize the desirability of the good 
opinion of the public as well as that of 
the state under whose authority you have 
the honor to serve.’’ 

After Lieutenant Watt, who had ad- 
vanced to the front of his, brother o.i- 
cers to receive tl.e renrimand, had re- 
sumed his seat, Colonel Woodward read 
the proceedings of the courtmartial in 
the case of Quartermaster Sergeant P 
H. Huff, of Company K, who was @ par- 
ticipant in the same row with Lieutenant 
Watt. The sentence was that he be re- 
duced to the ranks. Colonel Woodward 
called on Captain Sam Howell, of Compa- 
ny K, to state whether the order of the 
courtmartial had been complied with, and 
he replied that it had. 

The charges and specifications in the 
case of Captain E. E. Aldred, Company A, 
Fifth infantry, and the sentence of the 
courtmartial that he be dismissed from 
the service of the state and pay a fine of 
$20, were then read by Colonel Woodward. 
The colonel called on anv officer present 


to speak on the subject of the reprimand.

Nash a Foe to Slugging. 

Columbus, Ohio., February 15.—Governor 
Nash is not satisfied with having pre- 
vented the battle of heavy weights which 
was to have taken place in Cincinnati. 


He is determined that there shall be no 


of more or less note to come from ail 
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more prize fights in Ohio. Within a few 
days he will advise the sheriff of every 
county and the mayor of every city and 
town that the laws of the state forbid 
fighting within her Hmits, and that they 
must be obeyed. He kas won his point in 
that emergency, and he will be consistent. 

The laws governing prize fighting in 
Ohio are somewhat difficult of interpreta- 
tion. The distinction between a prize fight 
or a sparring exhibition is not very clear- 
ly drawn. Governor Nash, however, has 
shown that he understands the difference 
between the two sorts of contest, and riot 
only that he can interpret the laws, but 
that he will enforce them. Boxing matches 
in Ohio during the remainder of the pres- 
ent administration will be confined to 
sparring contests between bona fide mem- 
bers of bona fide athletic clubs. The gov- 
ernor will use all the power of the state, 
if need be, to prevent the other kind, and 
boxing gloves of five ounces in weight or 
less will be a drug on the market. 

It has long been the practice of pugilists 


parts of the country to fight in one of the 
cities of Ohio. Until Governor Nash 
looked into the statutes a few weeks ago 
nobody seemed to have any doubt that the 
mayor’s consent was all that was neces- 
sary to legalize a knock-out fight. The 
governor thinks differently, and he has 
shown that he will not hesitate to act. 

Had the troops been sent to Cincinnati 
there would have been an exhibition of 
quick mobilization never before equaled in 
Ohio. Arrangements had been perfected 
for sending four regiments and a battery 
to Cincinnati. The plans had been well 
laid, and there would have been no con- 
fusion and no delay. Governor Nash 
himself would have gone to Cincinnati, 
and, acting as the civil authority the 
statues tell about, would have commanded 
himself to call out the troops. The order 
would have been obeyed with great 
promptness.

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CITY HEALTH BOARD TO 
CONTROL THE HOSPITAL 


T HE board of health and the city 
council committee on hospitals and 
| @ay afternoon, in an endeavor to settle 
the controversy as to which body shall 
control the city hospital for contagious 
diseases. The meeting was of a rather 
lively nature, and, after much @iscussion, 
it was decided to recommend to council 
that the operation of the hospital be 
placed entirely in the hands of. the board 
of health. 

The question has been agitated consid- 
erably of late. and the matter has as- 
sumed some proportions in municipal cir- 
cles. For the past ten years the hospital 
has been under the direct supervision of 
the board of health, but after the council 
of 1901 had been installed it was discovered 
that an old ordinance conferred upon the 
hospital and charities committee «he au- 
thority to establish a quarantine in case 
of contagious diseases and in effect gave 
the committee charge of the hospital. 
The committee accordingly took the hos- 
pital out of the hands of the board of 
health and then it appears occurred a 
clash of authoritv m 

There is algo another ordii..nce which 
empowers the board of health to assume 
charge of contagious diseases, and it has

been a question as to which body had au- 
thority over the hospital. It was for the 
purpose of determining this question that 
the joint conference was held yesterday 
afternoon. The city has an arrangement 
with the county, it seems, whereby the 
county physician is to look after the con- 
tagious diseases, and it ar~-ears that there 
has also been a clash in this respect, the 
board of heal’ refusing the physician 
admittance into the hospital, unless he 
first secured a written permit from the 
board. 

The matter was discussed pro and con 
and finally Councilman Minhinnett moved 
that the city attorney draw an ordinance, 
to be introduced in council Monday. 
repealing the conflicting ordinance and 
placing the hospital in the hands of the 
board of health. Councilman Kontg also 
offered a substitute, which was adopted, 
to the effect that the county physician 
be allowed to visit the patients at the hos- 
pital. So it seems that this controversy 
has at last been settled. 

A joint meeting of the board of health 
and the special crematory committee, ap- 
pointed by the city council, was also call- 
ed for yesterday afternoon, but the meet- 
ing was postponed. The object of this 
conference is to decide upon the manner 
of disposing of the city garbage.

WILL BE A HOME INDEED 


At the Home the State has given, 
No old vet shall suffer need;

The question has arisen among some of 
the aged confederate veterans of the state 
who are desirous of entering the Soldiers 
Home, whether their HNberties will be in 
any wise abridged and whether or not 
they will be held down to the barest 
necessities of life when they enter that in- 
stitution to pass the remainder of their 
days. Captain “Tip” “Harrison. has re- 
ceived inquiries like this from ene or two 
of those who seem to be wavering between 
the doubt and the hope that life at th¢ 
home may come up to their expectations 

“Will we get there,’’ they ask. “only so 
much of a living and the comforts of life 
as our pension would buy were we not in 
the home? When $3 has been expended 
on each of us will we be cut short and 
made to wait unti] another year for what 
we want and need?’ 

‘The home is a new thing to these old 
fellows.” said Captain Harrison, “and 
some of them do not seem to comprehend 
its scope and its object. or they would not 
ask such questions as that. Of cours 
they will be given everything they need 
for their comfort and convenience as long 
as they live, or as long as they remain at 
the home.”’ 

President W. L. Calhoun, of the board 
of trustees, had heard of the inquiries on 
this line addressed to Captain Harrison, 

“They evidently do pot understand the 
law,’’ President Calhoun said yesterday. 
“It specifically provides that the old sol- 
diers who are to be taken care of there 
shall have everything necessary for their 
comfort as long as they live. They will) 
get their board, their clothing, medica: 
attention and will have opportunity tc 
attend public worship. They will have al) 
the freedom they had at their own humble 
homes.”’

‘Certainly they must have their tobac- 
co; that is as necessary to many of thre 
old veterans as their food and clothing 
They will be provided for all right on that 
score.”’ 

President Calhoun announced that he 
would call the trustees together again 
within two weeks. That will be a most 
important meeting. The trustees will 
then elect a superintendent and matron 
and all the other necessary employees 
prescribe ruleg and regulations, let con. 
tracts for repairs and painting the build- 
ings and pass ypon the applications for 
entrance to the institution. 

“There is absolutely no question about 
the opening of the home in April,” said 
President Calhoun. “I have thirty-nine 


applications, and with those which other 


members of the board have, there arg 
about sixty on file waiting to be consider- 
ed. Every mail is bringing in one or two 
and all of them so far are from veterans 
apparently qualified in every way under 
the law for admission. The committee 
appointed to look after bids will meet next 
week and will be prepared to put every: 
thing in proper shape before the board.”’ 

President Calhoun says it is the object 
of the trustees not only to provide every- 
thing necessary to the comfort of the 
veterans, put likewise to provide them at 
the home with some form of light work 
where they are able to do it, such as each 
may choose for himself. which will serve 
as a mental diversion. There will be a 
dairy, in fact an Atlanta lady has written 
President Calhoun that she has a cow and 
calf and some hogs for the home ag soop 
as it is opened—and some of the old sol- 
dieérc will no doubt delight in looking 
after this feature. Others will enjoy rais- 
ing chickens, sOMe may find diversion in 
terming the large flower beds it is pro- 
posed to plant around the home, and there 
will be those who will select some light 
employment such as their fancy may di- 
rect.

R. EZ. Barnes Claims Business Is 
Scheme of Frand and Deception.” 


HE LOANED $150 TO MANAGER HUFF 


Was Promised Position at $50 Per 
Month, but Says Business 
Failed To Materialize. 


Attorneys Albert ‘& Hughes yesterday 
filed a sensational petition for injunction 
against the Commercial Exchange and 
the People’s Supply Company, also L. W. 
Huff, who is alleged to be their manager. 
R. E. Barnes is the plainuff. 

Barnes claims that Huff is endeavoring 
to defraud him out of $13 and Judge 
Lumpkin issued an order restraining Huff 
from drawing any of his money out of the 
bank until the case is heara. 

Barnes alleges that both concerns are 
Conducted by Huff for tbe purpose of car- 
rying out schemes of fraud and deception 
The petition stated that Huff told Barnes 
that he had a big business and that he 
needed another man and would give him 
$50 per month to assist him if he would 
loan him $150. Huff, it is claimed, stated 
to Barnes that he received from six to 
nine applications daily for positions and 
that he collected $1 from each applicant 
and in addition received 5 per cent of the 


first month’s salary after the position was 
secured. 


It is also alleged that Huff claimed he 
was continually bringing people tagethe: 
who' wanted to buy and sell out thei: 
business, charging buyer and seller 5 pe. 
cent of considerations entering into the 
trades, and further that he was doing a 
“regular land office’ business. It is 
claimed that he assured Barnes that his 
Salary would soon amount to $100 pe1 
month and that in ninety days :he would 
pay back the $150. 

Barnes, it is stated, did not think these 
representations were false and fraudulent- 
ly made, for the purpose of defrauding 
cheating and swindling him and on Feb- 
ruary 4th he engaged with Huff and loan- 
ed him the $150, taking a note payable in 
ninety days. It is stated that he also did 
not know that the business was a fake of 
itself and a fraud upon the public and 
that he was connecting himself with a 
scheme nefariogs in its results. 

The netition asserts that Barnes report- 
ed for duty day after day, but there seem- 
ed to be nothing to do and he complained 
to Huff of the worry of his idleness. Huff 
assured him, it Is stated, that everything 
was all right and that there would be 
plenty of work in qa few days. It is al- 
leged that as time passed by Barnes en- 
gaged in conversation with C. D. Epps. 
who seemed to be employed at the place, 
and learned that he had loaned Huff $150 
and was employed at the place at $30 per 
month. Huff’s statements are character- 
ized as false and it is alleged made for 
ro purpose to defraud Barneg out of his 
It is alleged that qa ten-year-old cnild 
could attend to all of the business that 
seemed to he necessary td look after. It 
is charged that Huff’s real sources of in- 
come arise from decoying innocent and 
into his place of 
business and deceiving them into loaning 
higi certain money and in doing so there- 
by obtaining employment at liberal salary 
at his hands. The character and quality 
of the business, it ig alleged, did not ma- 
terlalize in any sense and it is charged 
that, in truth, there was nothing in the 
business that was akin to the representa- 
tions made by Huff. The petition cnarged 
further that Huff has and is endeavoring 
~ cheat and swindle Barnes out of his 
150. 

It is claimed that he is insolvent ang 
the $150 will be a total loss unless a court 
of equity intervenes. The note is due on 
May 4, 191, it is alleged, and it is 
claimed that if Barnes has to wait until 
that time there will be no earthly charge 
to collect it. It ig stated, however, that 
either Huff or the companies have a small 
sum of money in the Third Nationai bank 
besides other assets in the office. 

The court is requested to declare the 
note now due and appoint a temporary re- 
ceiver until a permanent receiver cdn be 
appointed. Also that Huff be enjoined 
from altering or disposing of his assets 
and that a garnishment issue against the 
Third National bank, or that Huff be re- 
strained from withdrawing the money. 

Judge Lumpkin set the case for a hear- 
ing on March 9th and issued a restrain- 
ing order to prevent .the. withdrawal of 
the money. 


HARNESS MAKERS MEET. 


Met at Kimball Yesterday To Con- 
sider Entering Wholesale Sad- 
dlery Association. 

A meeting of the wholesale harness and 
saddle manufacturers of Georgia was 
held yesterday afternoon at the Kimball, 
to consiuer the advisability of becoming 
members of the Wholesale Saddlery .\s- 
sociation of the United States. Henry 
Othmer. secretary and commissioner of 
the association, with headquarters in Cl{- 
cago, was present and urged upon the 
Georgia dealers the necessity of enter- 

ing the association. 

He stated last night that he had al- 
ready received a number of applications 
for membership and it is probable that 
numbers of others will enter in a short 
time. Only the wholesale dealers are 
eligible to membership. 

Henry Othmer states that the associa- 
tion has nothing to do with the fixing of 
prices, but is for the purpose of advanc- 
ing the methods of the harness and sad- 
dlery business and for the general good 
of the dealers.

OLDKNOW FOUGHT 
AT TURP EXCHANGE 


Proprietor Charles Graham Hit Him 
Several Times, 


TROUBLE WAS ABOUT A LEASE 


Friends of Participants Tell Differ- 
ent Stories of Disturbance. 


TWO WARRANTS ARE OUT FOR GRAHAM 


He Is Charged with Assault with 
Intent To Murder—Oldknow 
Was Badly Bruised. 


A peace warrant and a warrant charg- 
ing assault with intent to murder were 
Sworn out by William Oldknow against 
Charles Graham before Justice E. H, Orr 
yesterday afternoon and placed in the 
hands of the police department for ser- 
vice, 

The issuing of these two warrants is 
the result of a fight between Oldknow and 
Graham, which occurred at a poolroom 
conducted by Graham on Fourteenth 
street, near Piedmont park, yesterday af- 
ternoon. For some time past, it is as- 
serted, trouble has been brewing between 
the two men, and the fight was only the 
culmination of this trouble. Oldknow 
came out of the fray considerably to the 
worse. He had his face bruised and a bad 
knot raised on his heaa. 

Two or more different stories are told 
of the fight and its origin. Friends of 
Oldknow claim it is, the resuit of Old- 
know’s leasing the place where the pool- 
room is situated to a man from Memphis. 
According to their story, Oldknow had a 
lease on the place for five years, and re- 
leased it to Graham. Becoming dissatis- 
fied for some reason, it is stated, he re- 
cently declared Graham's lease void, and 
leased the place to Mr. Bennett, of Mem- 
phis. In discussing the matter the fight 
started. 

The poolroom, or turf exchange, where 


occurred has been conducted for 
poe 1 under the proprietorship of 
Graham, who had it leased from Oldknow. 
Friends of the former claim the fight yes- 
terday was about Oldknow’s alleged at- 
tempts to cause customers to leave Gra- 
ham’s place to play at Miller’s. It was 
stated by Graham's acquaintances that 
Oldknow had assisted Miller to secure a 
lease on property near the place operated 
by Graham, and that for some time he 
had been soliciting trade, for Miiler's 
place right in the house conducted by 
Poe of Graham claim that yesterday 
Oldknow was in the place asking several 
of Graham’s best customers to quit doing 
business with him and make plays with 
Miller while the proprietor was absent. 
This, it is alleged, was too much for Gra- 
ham, and he struck Oldknow. After sev- 
eral blows were passed the men were sep- 
arated. ; 
Oldknow claims that brass knucks were 
used by Graham, and swore out warrants 
for his arrest before Judge Orr. Graham 
is from Birmingham, and at a late hour 
last night had not been served with the 


warrants.

GLENN TRIAL 
HELD YESTERDAY 


Judge Fite Ordered the Jury To Return 
a Sealed Yerdict. 


WAS TRIED FOR FORGERY 


Jury Reaches Verdict and It Will Be 
Announced This Morning.

GARNER GETS FOUR YEARS’ SENTENCE 


Judge Fite States He Believes More 
in Certainty Than the Severity 
of Punishment. 


L. J. Glenn, the attorney who was im- 
plicated with J. T. Garner in the straw 
bond swindle, was placed’ on ‘rial in the 
criminal superior court before Judge A. 
W. Fite yesterday. The evidence was in- 
troduced, the arguments made and the 
case was in the hands of the jury shortly 
after 6 o’clock vesterday afternoon. The 
jury reached a verdict last night about 7 
o’clock, but it is sealed and will not be 
announced until this morning. 

The evidence in the Glenn case was 
practically the same as that introduced in 
the trial of Garner, as they both were 
charged with forgery in the same transac- 
tion. The principal difference seemed to 
be that the evidence was not pointed, in 
reference to Glenn’s connection with the 
alleged forged bond, as it was regarding 
Garner. The state endeavored to prove 
that Glenn and Garner were in partner- 
ship in an office:in the Brown building 
and also to show that they acted con- 
jointly in reference to the alleged forged 
bond. 

The defense introduced no testimony 
and closed their side of the case with the 
statement of Glenn. He denjed complic- 
ity in forging the name of G W. Webb 
to the bond, and in.explaining his de- 
parture from the city after the true bill 
was returned against him, stated that he 
left because he could, not give a $2,000 
bond, which he said he understood would 
be assessed in his case. He-said he did 
not want to lay in jail until his case was 
tried. He also stated that he remained in 
the city at his home for ten davs after the 
bill was returned and then went to Maeon, 
where he was arrested. 

Glenn was represented by Attorney 
Reuben Arnold, Jr., and Colonel W. J. 
Albert. Solicitor Charlie Hill conducted 
the case for the state. Colonel Albert 
opened the argument in an excellent 
speech and Solicitor Hill followed in one 
of his characteristic eloquent and able 
speeches. attorney Arnold closed with a 
fine effort in behalf of the prisoner. Judge 
Fite concluded his charge to the jury 
about 5:15 o’clock, 

Mrs. Glenn, wif> of the defendant, was 
in court during the trial and sat beside 
her husband. 

Garner, who was convicted on Thurs- 
dav of the charge of forgery, was yester- 
day morning: sentenced by Judge Fite to 
serve four years in the penitentiarv. At- 
torney W. T. Moyers, who revresented 
Garner, has appealed to Judge Fite for a 
new trial. 

In sentencing Garner, Judge Fite told 
him that he should have known better 
than to have been engaged in the offense 
with which he was charged. The judge 
took into consideration that the prisoner 
was a young man and said he would be 
as lenient with him as possible, giving 
him the minimum sentence, the maximum 
sentence being ten years. Judee Fite 
stated that he believed more in the cer- 
tainty of punishment than in its severity.
